TRUSTEES' RECORD. 


: Christmas 
followed, 
In 
a 
few 
months, the Incorporation of the town 
of Oakland and the records of the flrst 
Board of Town Trustees was referred 
to by representatives of this 
paper 


with the hope that they might suggest 
something of interest in connection 
"with the holiday in question. 


It Is a tribute to the men who kept 
those records In that distant day. to 
say that the books are In good condi- 
tion, that the manner In which they 
were written showed expertness, and 
that most of the penmanship Indicat- 
ed that it. had been done by men of 
character, education and ability. 


CHRISTMAS SESSION. 


There was only one feature in the 
record of 1S52 connected with Christ- 
mas, and that is the fact that had 
there been a Quorum of the trustees 
present at the place of assembly of 
that board, It is probable there would 
have been a meeting held on that day, 
regardless of its religious character. 
.At all events, two of the trustees 
were in attendance, but they were not 
numerous enough to transact business, 
•the Board comprising four 
trustees, 
and accordingly an adjournment was 
taken- 
The absent trustees were A. 


"W. Burrell and Amedee Marier. 
The fact of this adjourned meeting 
is sementlously set forth In the entry 
which Is made In the minute-book of 
the Board and reads as follows: 


"Oakland. Dec. 25. 1852. 
Present, 
Trustees Moon and Adams. Being no 
quorum present, the Board stands ad- 
journed until meeting in course. Sat- 
urday evening next, at 7:30 o'clock. 
"F. K. SHATTTJCK, Clerk." 


TWO HANDS. 


The notation was apparently writ- 


ten in two styles of handwriting, the 
record being in a small, comparatively 
regular hand with a free movement, 
the signature being affixed by F. K.

MRS. 
POTTER'S STORY. 


Mrs. Potter's story is reproduced 


here, as follows: 


"My flrat Christmas In 
Oakland!" 
exclaimed Mrs. John Potter. 
"How 


can I ever forget It?" And the old 
lady leaned back ta her rocker, closed 
her eyes and allowed her mind to go 
back in fancy forty years and more 
Into the past. 
. 


"I came to California in "the fall of 


"52," she continued. "My parents emi- 
grated from New York State to Mich- 
igan In the early part of the century. 
In Michigan there was a little colony 
of chosen friends from New York, 
whose families had been Intimate for 
years. 
When I married Mr. Potter 


and came out to the far West with 
him to dwell among strangers In a new 
and unsettled country, I didn't know 
what trials and vicissitudes I should 
have to meet. 


HOMESICK CHRISTMAS, 


"The Christmas of 1S52 was therefore 
a sad and homesick one to me. Every- 
thing was different from what I had 
been accustomed to.

True, there were not many people 
here at that time. There 
were not 
more than fifty white people In Oak- 
land, and the house on this slda of 
the bay numbered not more than fif- 
teen, at most, 
PIONEERS AT PIONEER DINNER. 


"Yes, we . celebrated Christmas!' In 


1S52 In Oakland. The Americans here 
Joined In giving a grand Christmas 
dinner.

Potter resided on Third street 


between Washing-ton and Clay, within 
a stone's throw of the site of the house 
to which she was brought a bride by 
John Potter over' 53 years ago. 
She 


had lived here ever since, and had 
seen Oakland grow from a little set- 
tlement In a forest of oaks to a mag- 
nificent city of beautiful homes and 
bustling enterprise. She had met and 
surmounted hardship after hardship, 
and had lived a useful, honorable life. 


Mrs. Potter passed away only about 


a, year ago, leaving a daughter, a Mrs, 
Dumont. who resides In this city. 


ONLY SORVIVOR. 


Shortly before her death, the fiftieth 
anniversary 
of 
the 
First 
Baptist 


Church 
of this city was celebrated 


and Mrs. Potter was in attendance. 
She was the only original member of 
the organizaitlon who had survived 
the half century which had elapsed 
since the Inception of the organization. 


To such unselfish devotion to prin- 


ciple and duty in its pioneers Oakland 
owes Its. present greatness. 
Far too 


few of those who have made Oak- 
land's history are left.

The Union Gas 


Engine Company, the

The California Cotton Mills. Califor- 
nia Flax Mills Judson Manufacturing 
Company, Oakland Iron Works and 
scores .of smaller establishments are 
Increasing their output, and the prog- 
ress of Oakland, along the lines of 
manufacture during 1905 has been In 
the highest degree satisfactory. 


MERCANTILE ADVANCEMENT.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dee. 23.—At last in San Francisco we 


have a boss with the saving grace of humor. We can forgive a 
great deal to any politician who can raise a laugh.

used to have a way of getting a man into his back room and rub- 
bing a familiar hand over his leg or his shoulder, making him 
thank that he was the greatest citizen in San Francisco; sending 
Trim out on the street, and then turning and laughing with his 
intimates over the peculiarities of his victim. But that is not 
Ruef's way. Our most recent boss goes about his humors very 


, quietly. 


This week Ruef determined to try one of his jokes. There 


has been a very general inquiry as to who would be the secretary 
to the Mayor. Newspaper men hai e been running up and down 
to ascertain that little bit of newspaper information. Ruef has 
been very silent on the subject, and so has the Mayor. Natural- 
ly, when Ruef is silent the Maj or makes no sound. 


Just at the time this inquiry about the Mayor's secretary 


was being whispered from mouth to ear among all the politi- 
cians, Ruef determined to trap a man that he had long suspected 
of tipping off certain secrets of his administration to "The Bul- 
letin." Ruef does not like "The Bulletin" neither does 
Schmitz. That paper may very well be considered the "head 
and front of the offending" as far as the administration is con- 
cerned. So Ruef \unked quietly to himself, smiled a little un- 
der his mustache and told in the strictest confidence to the man 
whom he suspected of being "The Bulletin" "leak," that Lef- 
fingwell was to be the Mayor's secretary. 


Now it sounded reasonable enough. Leffingwell has been 


in confidential relations with the Mayor and with Ruef. He 
has been an Election Commissioner and has been commissioned 
to take charge of the political policy of the administration on 
"The Post." So Ruef, in his innocent, artless way, dropped 
into the ear of the man he had suspected the very inside informa- 
tion that Leffingwell was to be the Mayor's secretary.

front page the information that Leffingwell was to be the 
Mayor's secretary. Then Ruef's mustache went up and his lip 
came down, much as you will remember that the mustache and 
the lip of one "Blandois of Paris" acted in Dickens' immortal 
novel.

•tthom he had siispected of accepting his confidences and of tell- 
ing them to his enemy. 


Ruef never tells me any of his confidences. I do not admire 


the man's political methods. I am glad to be outside of the pale 
when it comes to inside information about what Ruef and 
Schmitz are doing in San Francisco. But all the world loves a 
joker, and with all the rest of the world I must admire this 
humorous fellow of the class of '82 of the University of Califor- 


nia, 
who can turn as pietty a trick as that. 
And now, if he 


really should turn around and make Leffingwell the Mayor's 
secretary, ^hich he has absolutely no intention of doing at the 
present writing, I should say that he had turned a very good 
joke on me, and the rest of us who really are seeking for the 
light. 


There is only one officer among all those \\ho will take office 


on the first of the year who really may be considered as per- 
forming any important functions. That is District Attorney 
Langdon. I am not at all sure about Langdon. He may be- 
come within the next two years one of the most prominent citi- 
zens of California and one of the most determinative factors in 


[ California's political life. Then, again, he may decide to re- 
* man a comparative nobody, and just be the District Attorney of 


the city and county of San Francisco. 


Langdon has been the best Superintendent of Schools that 


San Francisco has had'in my time, and I can go back to Andrew 
Jackson Moulder, and perhaps a little beyond. There never has 
been a tune when teachers and pupils have been so well satisfied 
and so well cared for as they have been since Langdon became 
Superintendent of Schools and Epncovieri became the dominant 
factor in the Board of Education. Their devotion to the cause 
of the schools has seemed like the devotion of missionaries to the 
cause of religion. They have not seemed to care for political ad- 
vantage or political advancement, but have apparently concen- 
trated on doing the best they could for the schools, the teachers 
and the children.

"Well, now Langdon has been taken away from that contem- 


plative and philosophical station in life and has been given the 
most important post in the city of San Francisco. He says that 
he will not be the kind of District Attorney that we have had 
heretofore, but that he will be a real prosecutor of the men who 
do wrong. If he should develop along the lines on which he says 
he will develop he might very easily becpme a Joe Folk or a Jer- 


ome. 
Neither one of those men has any greater natural ability 


than has Langdon. It often has been said that Langdon has 
very little experience in law cases. Folk had no great experi- 
ence when he went into his office. Jerome had not caught the 
public eye when he was given his place in New York, and I think 
that both Jerome and Folk are a good deal more fakirs than 
Langdon naturally is. 


So when Langdon says, as he has toli some of us in private 


conversation, that he would abandon the old attitude of the Dis- 
trict Attorneys, which is an attitude of peace on earth unless 
somebody rudely disturbs that peace, and will become an active 
disturber of the peace of entrenched rascality, he has suggested 
a place for himself that is a good deal bigger than anybody yet 
has been willing to give him.

Our>present District Attorney^ Lewis F. Byington, is a 


thoroughly honorable man in the conservative' sense, and he has 
become, through years of experience, an exceptionally able 
prosecutor. But Byington always has insisted that he would 
not prosecute anybody unless somebody else took the initiative. 
That is just exactly the position in which we find our friend, 
United States Attorney Bob Devlin. The rascals may come 
and the rascals may go, particularly the big and influential ras- 
cals, and Byington and Devlin will not wink an eye or move a 
finger. But if some John Doe or Bill Smith will file an infor- 
mation or secure an indictment against these rascals, we will find 
Byington and Devlin moving with some alacrity. 


Of course Devlin secured his place through the influence of 


what we call "the organization," and he would not be very eager 
to proceed with exceptional vigor in a case where "the organiza- 
tion" was very much concerned. You would not expect Tn'm to 
prosecute a land fraud case involving the Southern Pacific with 
the same Sacramento fervor with which he would prosecute a 
land fraud case involving the Western Pacific. He would be 
politically foolish if he did anything of the kind. And if John 
Lynch wanted a defaulting deputy declared innocent in a case, 
even 'though the deputy had confessed his guilt, it is quite pos- 
sible that the verdict would be that way. But, ordinarily speak- 


ing, 
the cases of those under indictment will be prosecuted with 


commendable vigor and righteous insistence. That is also quite 
true in the cases before the county courts coming under the con- 
trol o'f our District'Attorney Byington.

Suppose that Langdon, for instance, being moved by a high 


sense of public duty, should at once institute an inquiry as to the 
motives that have controlled the votes of some of our own high 
and lofty Supervisors. Suppose he should begin to ask how 
many men those Supervisors have put to work under our public 
service corporations.

Your effort Is to keep the 
grazing lands of the forest reserves for 
the use of stockmen and especially the 
small stockmen who actually live In ths 
neighborhood of the reserves.

of the reserves and to keep them so that 
thoy can be permanently used by the 
stockmen no less than by the publlo you 
have to spend a certain amount of mon- 
ey. Part of this money Is to be obtained 
by charging a- small fee for each head 
of stock pastured on the reserve. Less 
than a third of the actual value of the 
grazing Is at present charged, and It is,

California's individuality in its dramatic opinions is 


something California hears very much about. I think 
it is a pride we have, that no matter how big a hit a 
'show may have made in New York or London or else- • 
where/that when it comes before us It must begin all 
over again, even as if it were the first night of its. 
.existence. We look to New York as the dramatic. 
center, the spot from 
whence radiates all things 


threatrical; it is the play mine, the- production incu- 
bator, or anything .else you may fancy; we are even 
willing to call it the pulse of the theater, but we have 
the proper conception of its beating, for we hold the 
proper digit upon it, New York merely the thumb. 
And I am told the thumb is the worst thing in the 
world 'to find out one's respiration, or is it temper- 
ature? But this is quite irrelevant; the point is the 
superiority of California as a judge of the theater over 
'New York, the great and only Manhattan. 


Here we are three thousand miles from Broadway; 


miles and miles of rotKs and desert, miles and miles 
of Indians and blood, of whitened bones and cacti; 
^mountains and valleys and rivers; miles-and miles, 
and not a human hand. Then the prairies and the 
corn fields and Chicago'and Philadelphia and Jersey 
City, all before you reach New York, and Hoboken 
too if you go in by the Erie. Here we are upon the 
very edge of the continent. When you're on the Cliff 
House porch you're quite over it, and yet we have our 
privity in things theatrical. I believe there are over 
fifty theaters in New York producing houses, and there 
are over four million people tp draw from, aside from 
the uncountable floating population. San Francisco, 
with the bay, has scarcely a half million people and 
not half a dozen theaters. 


But there is no reason in the fwprld why we of San 


Francisco and. the contagious counties, as Mrs. Mala- 
prop would say, should not be proud of our exclusive, 
icleals. Our. very isolation has helped us' .'• to. form' 
them, and we have not a surfeit of things tp dull them.; 
A shov\j,.as a rule, has to be pretty good to .live three..; 
thousand miles. . And anotn%, thing, it is all"- like a 
one-ring circus, where you can take in all that hap- 
pens, .while ;in New York there may be in the early 
season iSix openings in a-week, several of them the 
same night. We have an easy way of .playgoing, a 
leisure that is impossible in Gotham. It 
gives us 


time to digest things, to talk them over, to assimilate.'; 
It's not a case of eat and run to the next feast with the 
last bite scarcely swallowed. That's what they do' in 
N e w York.

There is always something new and there is always 


the cry for something 'newer, and half the''time' 
people don't really know just whaj they 'do 'want. 
They'll run from "The Squaw Man" to "The Earl 
and the Girl," from Ammerstelns to Monna Vana 
very few, I'll .admit, to Monna Vana, from Lil- 
lian Russell to Amelia Bingham, Clyde Fitch, George 
Ade and Augustus Thomas to Theodore Kremer, but 
not many to Kremer. I should say not many of the 
average theatergoers, Jhe Broadway type, to Maeter- 
link and Kremer, for these men represent the two ex-' 
tremes. The great bulk-of *New York theatrical pat- . 
ronage is a huge swa'ying mass of indeterminate hu- 
manity, unthinking and illogical, to whom a senseless 
•jmitation may be as welcome as the original. 
' Another thing, there is scarcely a definite standard 
of New York criticism of a distinct value. I imagine 
there must have been in the days of Daly and Wallack, 
the-old Lyceum company and the Empire. 
But 


now 'that is all changed and the fittest has survived 


only in small sections, small pieces of what should be 
a distinct whole. -The better class,' so termed, the 
more cultured at least, to'us^ a word I'hate, only now 
and then may be found at the 'theaters.^ ,; 
,...! say a class", for there Is a broader type that appreci- 
ates anything goodi, from' "Everybody Works but 
Father" to the cry of.'the' Valkyrie, from vaudeville 
•even," and Ibsen, and in my opinion, whatever'it may 
.•be worth, Norwegian Hendrick has them all cut and 
.dried and hung out on the\ine. -He's not always-hu- 
morous, .a'nd'h'e is generally; creepy ,';but he's the mas- 
ter. Pardon this tangent, but I hope I've not been al- 
together opaque with what has .gone before:

We have the traditions handed, down to us of the 


old California Theater Company, even now looked 
upon as a sort of theatrical fnillenium by those who re- 
member it. Then we have the slow passing of all tha __ 
great stars, two or three possibly excepted. We have 
had the;great singers and the great instrumentalists, 
and what'is more, have had time to assimilate them.

Senator Beveridge and Rev

Abbott can't both be right. These assertions contradict each other 
emphatically at all points. The railroad and mining interests can't 
be engineering the Statehood movement and fighting it at the same 
time. 


Says the Outlook: "To admit Arizona, New Mexico, Okla- 


homa, and Indian Territory as four States of the Union is to admit 
eight Senators to the United States Senate to counterbalance the 
combined States of New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio and Illinois, and 
is probably to give three-fourths of that power, not to the people 
whom the Senators are supposed to represent, but to certain railroad 
and mining interests, the paid advocates of which they would be." 


It was never the idea of the f ram ers of the Constitution that the 


States should have equal representation in the Senate. 
Anyway, do 


not the States of Delaware, Rhode Island, Vermont and 
New 


Hampshire offset New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio and Illinois in the 
Upper House of Congress? And is ft not a fact that those four 
small States usually send abler men to the Senate than do the four 
great ones mentioned? 


It is a notorious fact that the Senators from New York and 


Pennsylvania have for many years been merely representatives of- 
special interests. 
Senator Knox of the Keystone State was selected 


to succeed Matt Quay by the Pennsylvania Railroad and the pro- 
tected steel manufacturers, although he, has unexpectedly lined up 
with the President on the rate regulation bill. Senator 
Platt of 


New York represents the express companies and Depew the Van- 
derbilt railway interests. No Western State can show a nobler pair 
of commercial statesmen. 
Hopkins of Illinois and Foraker of Ohio 


are gentlemen who always respond to the locomotive bell ring. 


Rev. Lyman Abbott talks nonsense when he complains of small 


States having equal representation in the Senate with large ones, 
and no one knows it better than he. When he complains of the 
railroads and other special 
interests 
controlling the election of 


Senators in the Western States, he is giving the public what is 
popularly styled "guff" 
What do the railroads and the other spe- 


cial intere'sts do in New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois and 
Massachusetts but control the election of Senators? Dr. Abbott is 
well aware that his argument' against equal representation for the 
States in the Senate is in reality an attack on our form of govern- 
ment.

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A Stickle for Pure English. 


The erudite, astute and perspicuous editor of the Nevada City 


Miner-Transcript'reads the M.irysville Democrat a lecture on the 
correct use of English. His nice sense of lingual propriety is out-' 
raged by the use of the word suicide as a verb. As the orthoepal 
executor of the late Litidley Murray he indignantly protests. It 
seems that the Marysville Democrat renjarked, in Its crude, un- 
cultured way, that some person "used squirrel poison to suicide"— 
an offense truly "against the canons of good English. Nevertheless, 
a word "may be said in its defense. Language is merely a tool. It 
was invented to convey ideas and express meanings, and it has been 
reduced set forms to better perfect its application., Purpose should 
not therefore be sacrificed to form; as a rule, form and 
purpose 


should go hand in hand, the one aiding the accomplishment of the 
other 
But there are exceptional instances in which the purpose is 


accomplished more directly by sacrificing form. The case in point 
is one of them. By saying the deceased used poison to suicide, the 
Marysville paper saved time by omitting the word commit. 
Its 


meaning was obvious; nobody misunderstood, and while its use 
of speech as an implement was awkward and contrary to good form, 
it expressed the idea it sought to convey clearly and concisely. 
Shakespeare did the same thing by wholesale, and his defiance of the 
accepted forms of his time has received the endorsement of modern 
purists. He simplified the tongue by shearing off cumbrosity. He 
defied the rules of orthography and created standards for later gen- 
erations of lexicographers. Perhaps the editor of the Marysville 
Democrat is also jack-planing the language down to simpler and 
more direct forms. 
We will not venture to class him with Shakes- 


peare—as yet, but he has still time to grow up with the country In 
the meantime, the Miner-Transcript should not trench on the pre- 
rogative of the Fresno Republican, which has undertaken to be 
schoolmaster-general to the press of California.

ing; animated by one purpose, namely, 
to reach conclusions that would be for 
the glory of their common Lord and 
the more rapid extension of HI* King- 
dom through the world." 


•Substantial unity and essential har- 


mony existing among the three denom- 
inations Is a marked feature of the 
findings of the committee. The com- 
mon doctrines held by the Presbyter- 
ians, Methodists and Congreg-atlonal- 
Ists are formulated. Possible lines for 
framing: a policy for the United 
Church,' the arrangements of pastoral 
service without a tlino limit, settle- 


] ment and transfers of pastors training 
for the ministry'and for the relations 
of a minister to the doctrine of the 
church are set forth and the matter of 
administration Is left In the hands of a 
sub-committee to prepare a detailed 
report for the. next annual meeting of 
the general committee.

The'delicate question of the relation 


of the minister to the doctrines of the 
United Church Is decided. The candi- 
date for ordination must believe him- 
self a child of god, truly, called to the 
ministry, must hold the holy scriptures 
as containing sufficiently all doctrines 
necessary to salvation and be resolved 
to teach 
nothing not In , conformity 


with them. _ He .must believe the doc- 


! trine of the United. Church as he un- 
derstands. It, to. be agreeable to the 
teaching of the Holy Scriptures, his 
own personal faith being an essential 
agreement with It, and hie adherence 
being pledged to It.

EIvy Deyo, of FoughkeepBlo, -who ii 
now In Lebanon Hospital, dying from 
burns and scalds. 
Three men who 


Jumped from the train \ln tits tunnel 
were lying unconscious at the track 
side when Deyo last saw them. What 
happened to them Is a matte.- of con- 
jecture. 
The accident la eald to have 


been due to a lack of ventilation In the 
tunnel.

A work train of sixteen cars left the 


New Tork Central station soon after 
daybreak. It was drawn by a gigan- 
tic "Plngpong" engine. The top of Its 
short smokestack clears the roof of the 
Park avenue tunnel by only a few 
Inches. 


At Fiftieth' street the big engine be- 


came stalled on a "dead center." En- 
gineer Deyo tried to get the piston 
moving by starting the exhftiist, but 
In spite of his efforts he could' not get 
the big. machine to turn a wheel. 


The fireman and tw.o brakemen .In 


the cab with Deyo began to cough as 
the hard coal gas from the locomotive 
fire box came pouring down upon them, 
deflected by the roof and walls of the 
tunnel. 


As the engineer, still working with 


might and main at the throttle lever 
to get his engine moving, looked at his 
three companions, he saw them slowly 
and painfully crawl down off the loco- 
motive cab Into the tunneL 


They tried, to run back .out of reach- 


of the deadly coal gas, but before they 
had gone a dozen steps, fell uncon- 
scious into the ditch. Deyp's train was 
stalled on, the main track, a'peril to 
traffic, and he dared not'to loaya the 
cab for a moment.

Conscious of the danger, too, that he 


might 
succumb 
to 
the 
fumes 


of the coal 
gas, 
he wet ' a big 


bunch of cotton waste at the tank and 
plastered It over his mouth and nose. 
But the. waste was little proterlon. 
Deyo was still trying to get the engine 
off the "dead center" when his head 
began to whirl. With a. last effort of 
consciousness 
he 
pulled 
back 
the 


throttle lever. 
Just then a .pushing 


engine came up behind and struck the 
long train, and the Impact started the 
locomotive. The shock knocked Deyo, 
weak and dizzy, off his balance, and He 
fell to the floor of the cab unconscious;' 
"With the throttle wide open the loco- 
mtolve gathered speed. Deyo's body 
rested close to the open door of the 
firebox, and the flames begivi to scorch 
him as they leaped out ol|'.the furnace. 
All the way through the long Park 
avenue tunnel 
the 
train flew. The 


switches were right and the 'draw- 
bridge over the Harlem river was for- 
tunately closed. 


The train dashed Into the Mott Ha- 


ven yard of the New Haven road and 
ran Into a light engine on the main 
track. Both locomotives were wrecked 
and Deyo was removed 
unconscious 


from the debris.

MAN TELLS HOW HE IS SUFFER- 


ING WHILE DANGLING AT 


END OF ROPE. 


JERSEY CITY, N. J., Dec. 23.—Dr. 


Carlton 
Simon, who witnessed the 


hanging yesterday o£ Edwin F. Tapley 
Jr., declares that the murderer grave 
the pre-arranged signals In proof that 
he was conscious nearly half a minute 
after the trap had been sprung. Dr. 
Simon said: 


"The actual test on the gallows was 


most successful. Tapley was absolute- 
ly In possession of his mental facul- 
ties. 


"The hands and fingers of the dang- 


ling body, moved with convulsive .con- 
tractions. Then the hands fell rigid 
at the sides. 


• "Five seconds passed, and then Tap- 
ley began the signals agreed upon be- 
tween us. 


"The flr^t signal 
came as Tapley, 


holding the left hand extended rigidly 
downward, raised the right alowly and 
as far as the bonds permitted him, and 
made three distinct contractions of the 
thumb and forefinger. 
Then, 
with 


clearly determined effort, 
the dying 


man lowered his right hand, held It 
for an instant 
rigidly 
against his 


thigh, and, slowly 
raising the left 


hand, repeated the signal. 


"At the third contraction of the left 


hand there seemed barely strength in 
the dying fingers to carry 
out the 


agreed program. 


"To any man of scientific knowledge, 


viewing this test with a full knowl- 
edge of all the governing conditions, 
the following conclusions are Inevit- 
able: 


"Namely, that Tapley was alive and 


In conclous torture for nearly half a 
minute after the fall of the drop. 


"That he was literally strangled to 


death In the name of the law."

TERMINAL POINT. 


The city of Oakland' is situated at 


the extreme land's end of Alameda 
county, and, consequently, has become 
the terminal point of.all the transcon- 
tinental railroads. 
It has miles of 


deep-water harbor frontage, thus en- 
abling the shippers to bring ship and 
rail together without delay excepting 
that of loading and unloading from 
ship to car and car to ship. With the 
present methods of handling freight on 
this continent by shipping through 
Oakland and from Oakland fully forty 
eight hours are saved by vessels in tinle 


of clearing, and with the vast traffic 
now beginning to assume shape in the 
Bast this becomes an important factor 
inasmuch as, in these days, time is 
one of the principal factors in trade. 


MATTER OF POWER. 


Manufacturing is Increasing very 


rapidly and each year finds the work- 
ing forces of the city largely increased, 
and the time will come, so the knowing 
ones say, when the manufactures of 
Oakland will not only compete for Pa- 
cific Coast and Oriental traffic but for 
that of the world at large. The cost 
of power here is but little greater than 
that of steam in the Bast generated 
£rom coal at the pit's mouth; 
and, 


when the fact Is considered, that in all 
manufactured 
articles, owing to cli- 


matic conditions, the workingm.an in 
California can produce an output 17 
per cent greater than can the working- 
man east of the Rocky Mountains, it is 
but fair to assume that the eastern 
manufacturer will not be able to over 
come that enormous surplus in the 
output and, consequently, the Caiifor 
nia, and particularly 
the 
Oakland, 


manufacturer, with all his advantages 
for shipping, must needs become an 
important factor in supplying the world 
at large with his wares, because every 
element will enable him to defy com- 
petitior 


MINERAL 
DEPOSITS. 


In the eastern part of the county, 


near Tesla are located the coal mines 
that ha\ e been referred to and there 
too, are found in abundance various 
other minerals, clay, deposits which 
have already brought into being the 
manufacture of high-grade tiling, or- 
namental brick and magnesite com- 
pounds, as well as the household fuel 
in the shape of coal briquettes, al of 
which are giving employment to some- 
thing like 1500 men. 


DESTINY. 


From this locality there ,is now be- 


ing shipped to the Eastern steel manu- 


which is considered to be the best 
that has ever been found on this con- 
tinent. 


In this connection it may' be stated 


that tho commercial world of Cali- 
fornia predicts that akland is cer- 
tainlv destined' to become the Pitts- 
burg of the West. 


IRON ORE. 


The mining world concedes .the fact 


that California possesses the richest 
iron ores in the world and that state- 
ment is borne out by the fact that the 
assays on the outcroppings develop the 
fact that the iron ores of California 
show from GO to 90 per cent of mag' 
netic iron, while those from Lake Su 
porior, the largest iri the United States 
that are being worker" are said to con 


tain only from 45 to 66. per cent 


The hematite iron ores are propor- 


tionately, as rich as the magnetic ores. 


With the manganese mined In this 
county, and with the power and neces- 
sary material for Bessemerizing, com- 
mon sense would tell one that once the 
rails are laid to those iron mines, 
which will certainly be done to the 
next decade, Oakland will, from neces- 
sity, forge to the front as a manufac- 
turing city and develop with as great 
rapidity, probably, as did Chicago, St. 
Paul and Minneapolis. 
OAKLAND FOR MANUFACTURES. 


Eastern capital, within, the past year. 


has Invested a fortune In the magne- 
slte mines, the products of which are 
being brought to Oakland by -way of 
Llvermore, and here In Oakland has 
been established an Immense manu- 
facturing plant for the conversion of 
the raw material into tiling and vari- 
ous grades of building material. 


The County Board of Supervisors has 


built a macadamized highway from 
Llvermore to the manganese 
mines, 


which given this industry an excellent 
outlet for Its product, and, further- 
more. a,,new steam railway and proba- 
bly an electrical railroad will be built 
within the next two or three years to 
the scene of activity, 


ALAMEDA; COUNTY WINE3. 


Speaking of Lilvermore, It might be 


here stated that, in what Is known as 
, 


the Llvermore valley and on the hill- 


sides adjacent thereto, there are thou- 
sands of acres of vineyard* devoted to 
the manufacture of dry wines,' both of. 
the white and red wine varieties. To 
illustrate how admirably adapted this 
section Is. for the. cultivation of dry 
wines,'.' It .may 'be 'stated ; that..the 
grapes, owing to the exposure and the 
air currents, develop more perfectly 
than they do In any other part of Cali- 
fornia. The result Is that at the.Chi- 
cago Exposition In 1893,' the Paris Ex- 
position In 1898. and at the late World's 
Fair at St. Louis, In proportion to the 
number of entries made for competi- 
tion, California wines received more of 
the highest medals than those from 
any other part, not only of America, 
but of the world at large. The south- 
ern wines, particularly, scored 
more 


points in the competition than did those 
from any portion of Europe or Araer- 
ica. 


COTTON MILLS. 


Coming back to the Industrial In- 


terests of Oakland, it may be said that 
they begin at the extreme southeast 
ern end of the city, If Fruttyale can be 
included as a part of the city, and ex- 
tend over the entire-,southern water- 
front and western water-front as well, 
clear to the Contra Costa county line. 
Beginning at Frultvale, there Is a large 
oil refinery, viz.: the Pacific States 
Refinery. Then comes . an 
immense 


steel-pipe plant with wharfage facili- 


ties, all -of which are now. In the courj»-

September 1st of last year because at 
that time a- building ordinance went 
into effect in Berkeley which required 
people who wished to erect structures 
of any kind to take out a permit for 
the purpose from the Town Clerk. 


In obtaining this' permit, the appli- 


cant was required to state the cost of 
the proposed structure, give its di- 
mensions as also a description of it 
and, furthermore, to declare to what 
uses It was to be put. 


RECORD OF STRUCTURES. 


This enabled the Clerk to make .1 


record of the structures applied for 
and it is from this record that THE 
TRIBUNE has been able to obtain the 
aggregate coat oE new buildings which 
have been erected In the time speci- 
fied, which Is presented in the fore- 
going. 


AVERAGE COST. 


These figures, however, are exclusive 


of the cost of structures which have

Health Department prepare the annual 
statistical report of health conditions 
Ja Oakland. It is never necessary to 
"joggle the figures and make them lie 
to tell an attractive tale. "Wien figur- 
ing the mortality rate, we cheerfully 
include among the deaths bhose of 
non-residents who die -within our bor- 
ders, those who die hy violence and 
all others, whether they die in tie first 
•week of Ufa or not. "We do not find 
it expedient to deduct the numbers 
who die in tbose classes from the total 
jnamhei.- of deaths in order to bring 
our death rate 
down to the point 


-where "it-will compare favorably with 
that o£ other cities. 


TUBERCULOSIS TERRORLESS. 
The so-called "captain of the men of 
death," tuberculosis. Is here reduced 
in rank; to the grade of a lieutenant. 
It never -5ieads oar list of deaths as 
ic does that ot the Stato at-Iarge, es- 
pecially the southern half, and as It 
does that ot nearly every other city 
and State of the Union. Oakland has 
never attained distinction as a cli- 
matic resort for the tuberculous. It 
does not have to .apologize for 4ts 
consumptive record by a series of la- 
borious explanations to convince the 
outlander that the disease is not in- 
digenous to the local soil. It is not 
found necessary, as In other places, to 
rob the figures of their sting by es- 
oJainms that such and such a per 
cent of our consumptives contracted 
the disease in other cilmss and resided 
here only one year, two, ten or twenty 
years Before death. Such argument is 
fatuous, and cities with excessive con- 
sumption death-rates which they find

"Were we, for example, to accept the 
estimate of our compiler of our city 
directory (and we admit that he is 
more likely to be correct than we are), 
we would divide our total number of 
deaths in 1905 by 105 Instead «f 90 
and show a death rate of 10.26 per

Oakland has grown so rapidly 


since 1900 that the federal census is 
not useful for our purpose and It is 
impossible to tell the number of our 
inhabitants 
-with 
any exactness, so 


we take 90,000 upon -which to base the 
rate, .kno-wing that this is well within 
ihs Hmlt. No other city. In California 
In the Oakland class can show as low 
a rate. 


MORTALITY OF CHILDREN. 


The mortality among children under 
5 years of age Is an item of interest 
in the health statistics of all cities. 
Children of this tender age are pe- 
culiarly susceptible to those influences 
which make for good or bad In the 
health conditions of all communities. 
When these conditions are good, the I HOMES 
problem of bringing the little ones J-iv-'il-li-'" 
beyond the dangerous age is greatly 
simplified. 
There is no city In the 
country where the children fare bet- 
ter than In Oakland, and, in a recent 
search through health reports, we have 
'been unable to find a city of equal 
size where they fare as well. In a 
number of Eastern cities, taken at

In 1872 John Nichol, now famous be- 


cause of the fortune realized by the eud- 
den advance of Point Richmond property, 
built the Arlington Hotel -at Ninth and 
Washington streets.

In 
the-early days of the history* of Oakland, 
after the advent of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, this famous hotel gave, shelter 
and provision to many of the celebrities 
of the State. None of the early fame of 
good name of .the Arlington 'Hotel has 
departed but it has kept steady pace 
with the condition of the city, not mak- 
ing Idle boasts to the finest In the land, 
but simply better than most hostleries 
for the price charged.

An'observer says: "I traveled 
through miles of country covered with

rice, 
unripened and unreaped. 
Only 8 per cent will pay for harvesting. 
There are cases where parents are sell- 
ing their children. One typical, case Is 
aas follows: A girl, nine years old, was 
offered as a. servant for about $1, .but 
the purchaser on seeing the wretched 
condition of her dress would pay only 36 
cents. 'With this small sum the parents 
started for Hokkaido to flnd -work, leav- 
ing an old grandmother in the house. 
"This district has sent many soldiers 
to the front," the same .writer says. 
"One man'who recently returned, instead 
of.being welcornecl_ with^-Banza^!found 


to seek work. He eventually left, de- 
claring that after the Manchurlan fare 
he was unable to eat the scanty and 
miserable food offered 
him 
at 
home. 
Wholesale emigration to* other provinces 
is going on. The unhappy people leave 
stealthily at night to avoid their cred- 
itors, taking small . bundles of their 
earthly belongings." . 
In 1902 there was a famine which is 
held partly responsible for the present 
trouble. In addition, when the Japanese 
soldiers left for the front the people spent 
their savings in enthusiastic 
send-offs. 
The soil of the mountains and hills has 
been turned up owing to the search for 
roots, ferns and weeds, which are made 
Into cakes.

Research Into the present conditions 


and future prospects of Oakland's real 
estate market, a subject which I am 
asked to -write upon, leads afar and 
Into fields of Interest, which, upon the 
surface and at first thought, would 
seem to hold smalt relationship to our 


l affairs. Conditions as remote as 


the rate of Interest in Europe and New 
York; the mining operations of South 
Africa; the mining and mercantile in- 
terests of Alaska; the recent war be- 
tween Russia and Japan; the forward 
development of the Japanese and Chi- 
nese empires: the failure of a grain 
crop In Australia, with many other 
equally remote circumstances, ranging: 
the world over, lead to the conclusion 
that San Francisco and the territory 
on the shores of San Francisco Bay 
and the country contiguous thereto, 
has come, in a measure, to foe incor- 
porated within the range of material 
Interest which the world or capital has 
and is, today, reckoning. 


DOMINATING FACTORS. 


These conditions have long been a 


dominating factor in the realty mark- 
et of the great, seaport-trading cities 
of the world. 
This accounts for a 


steadiness of values in dull as well as 
good times in such cities, a resource 
•which lifts real, legitimate property 
values above tho immediate local con- 
ditions.
